THE  European  and  Oriental  art  objects  in  the  Eli  B.  Springs  col- 
lection fall  into  several  main  categories.  Prominent  among  these 
are  the  magnificent  Chinese,  English,  and  Continental  porcelains 
which  comprise  a  large  portion  of  the  material  described  in  this  catalogue, 
and  which  we  shall  discuss  at  some  length. 

The  development  and  growth  of  porcelain  manufacture  is  identified 
with  a  thousand  years  of  history.  The  Chinese,  from  whom  it  may  be  said 
all  cultural  blessings  flow,  were  the  first  to  transform  kaolin  and  petuntse 
into  what  we  know  as  porcelain,  a  discovery  which,  in  after  years,  trans- 
formed the  social  habits  of  the  western  world.  Chinese  porcelain  of  the 
finest  periods  evinces  a  quality  which  it  shares  with  all  original  art  in  its 
power  to  make  an  esthetic  appeal.  Into  its  production  went  the  storied 
wisdom  of  an  old  race,  whose  cult  during  Europe's  darkest  period  was  a 
deification  of  rationalism. 

An  observance  of  fundamental  truths  as  the  guiding  principle  of  exist- 
ence is  inherent  in  Chinese  art  and  is  manifested  in  the  numerous  fine  speci- 
mens in  the  Springs  collection,  which  symbolize  the  philosophy  of  the  Orient 
in  its  most  beautiful  medium,  and  cause  us  to  marvel  at  the  artistry  which 
could  maintain  purity  of  line  amid  a  plethora  of  decoration.  Here  we  have 
an  important  group  of  single-color  and  decorated  porcelains  of  the  Ming  and 
Ch'ing  dynasties,  many  of  which  were  purchased  from  the  famous  collec- 
tions of  A.  E.  Hippisley,  Samuel  S.  Laird,  Viscount  Leverhulme,  and 
George  T.  Yeitch,  the  last  group  numbering  many  fine  pieces  exhibited  at 
the  Birmingham  Art  Museum. 

Imitation  by  Europeans  followed  inevitably.  The  English  and  Conti- 
nental porcelains  in  the  present  collection,  which  were  obtained  largely  from 
the  famous  Tom  G.  Cannon  collection,  and  include  specimens  from  the  col- 
lection of  the  Baroness  Burdett-Coutts,  Viscount  Leverhulme,  and  William 
Bemrose,  will  show  the  high  degree  of  excellence  attained  at  Meissen, 
Sevres,  Worcester,  Chelsea,  and  Bow.  English  porcelain  of  the  eighteenth 
century,  if  we  exclude  Bristol  and  Plymouth,  has  a  soft  paste  body,  or  pate 


tendre  as  the  French  term  it,  and  hard  paste  was  not  generally  attempted 
until  the  dawn  of  the  nineteenth  century,  when  it  was  produced  with  con- 
siderable success.  Emulation  of  Oriental  ware  was  the  prime  ambition,  and, 
taking  their  cue  from  the  potters  of  Delft,  the  Worcester  and  Salopian 
factories  produced  a  blue  and  white  china  which  is  unsurpassed  in  its  re- 
semblance to  the  Oriental.  To  Dr.  Wall  of  Worcester  must  be  delegated  a 
large  share  of  the  credit  for  the  perfection  attained  in  English  porcelain 
making;  the  scale  blue  and  powder  blue  ground  specimens  produced  at  this 
factory  during  his  term  of  management  ( 1 75  i-i  773 ) ,  of  which  the  present 
collection  contains  many,  are  unexcelled  in  beauty.  How  successfully  this 
high  degree  of  excellence  was  maintained  by  his  successors  we  may  obserye 
here  in  the  superb  seryices  and  yases  produced  by  Messrs.  Flight  and  Barr 
at  Worcester  towards  the  end  of  the  century.  To  Meissen,  perhaps,  belongs 
the  credit  for  the  greatest  skill  in  interpreting  Chinese  motives,  while  the 
soft  paste  body  and  range  of  colors  of  Seyres  porcelains  will  ever  remain 
maryels  of  ceramic  art. 

Turning  to  another  phase  of  European  ceramics.  Aye  find  the  skill  of 
the  sculptors  and  painters  Kandler  at  Meissen,  Boizot  at  Seyres.  Thibaut 
and  Roubiliac  at  Bow  and  Chelsea.  Henry  Bone,  R.A..  at  Bristol,  and 
Spengler  at  Derby  manifested  in  delightful  images  of  court  gallants  and 
ladies,  and  idealized  rustics,  in  a  variety  of  poses  exemplifying  an  age  which 
interpreted  life  in  terms  of  pastoral  poetry.  Man's  genius  has  manifested 
itself  in  a  series  of  triumphal  accomplishments,  and  surely,  in  the  trans- 
formation of  humble  clay  into  the  beauty  we  see  here,  he  assumes  greatness. 

Viewed  in  toto  the  Springs  collection  of  objets  d*  art  is  an  illustration 
of  what  the  eighteenth  century  jeweler  and  goldsmith  accomplished.  In- 
spired by  the  creations  of  the  great  masters  of  the  Italian  Renaissance  and 
working  within  the  limits  of  the  rococo  tradition  and  the  classic  revival, 
they  produced  the  jeweled  gold  boxes,  watches,  and  etuis  which  neyer  fail 
to  call  forth  admiration.  Included  here  is  a  remarkable  group  of  about 
seyenty-riYe  of  these  costly  bibelots,  comprising  some  of  the  most  important 
examples  from  the  Samuel  Nathan  Kaplan  and  Edith  Kingdon  Gould  collec- 
tions, and  dating  from  the  reigns  of  Louis  XV.  Louis  XVI.  and  Napoleon  I. 
We  include  also  in  this  category  the  miniatures,  which  number  about  fifty, 
and  which  include  examples  gi\en  to  Nicholas  Hilliard.  Samuel  Cooper. 
Petitot.  Smart.  Cosway.  Pinner,  and  others,  whose  art  is  so  closely  identified 
with  and  expressiye  of  this  period. 


In  Conclusion,  we  may  draw  attention  to  the  splendid  and  extensive 
group  of  Chinese  carvings  in  semi-precious  minerals — jade,  agate,  crystal, 
rose  quart/,  lapis  lazuli,  and  coral — in  which  is  embodied  a  superb  collec- 
tion of  carved  jades  oi  the  Ch'ien-lung  period.  About  two  hundred  ivory 
carvings  of  Japanese  and  European  provenance  depict  human,  animal,  and 
bird  life,  as  well  as  episodes  of  history,  in  pleasing  imagerv.
